There was a layer of 
limestone the first 800 feet then 
33 feet of salt, th«:n 300 more feet 
of limestone and then a big salt 
bed 120 feet thick. Our company 
decided to control the salt market 
and asked us if we could give them 
700 tons of salt a day from the bed 
1200 feet down. We told them that 
we could and that at that rate, the 
deposit which we owned would 
last 250 years. That total bed cov- 
ers 100 square miles."

of 
the 


ground 
in 
large chunks, is not 


used on the table. Wheeler explain- 
ed, but mostly in industrial pro- 
cesses. Salt is important chemical- 
ly because it is practically the on- 
ly soluble raw material.

and chlorine industries. Wheeler

After the ground was broken by this 


campaign of accurate

Scores of competent 
physicians 


contributed their services gratis else the 
increased burden could 
not have been 


carried. 


At the present time Chicago school 


children are under examination. 
At all 


times a high regard for the rights of the 
individual and his sensitiveness has been 
maintained. 
In no case was a school 


child submitted to test without the par- 
ents' written consent. 
In 
every 
case 


where infection was found to exist phy- 
sicians waited upon parents and discussed 
the problem and its solution across the 
table with them. 


"While the tests are nowhere near com- 


plete those to date have shown the pres- 
ence of the dread disease in about 2'v; per 
cent of the children. 
Presumably it will 


be eradicated in 
all 
discovered cases 


since curing is relatively simple though 
treatment may cover a prolonged period. 


Assuredly all these youngsters are in- 


nocent victims. 
Certainly everyone of 


them would ultimately have become a 
cripple of some sort, and as likely mental 
as otherwise, had not the discovery of the 
germ in his blood been made. 


The Chicago experience, of course, is 


but one skirmish along the extended bat- 
tle line in this country against this mourn- 
ful ailment. It was first necessary every- 
where to convince the people that speak- 
ing of such a malady in whispers was only 
conducive to its spread and that it could 
never be eradicated until every person, 
whatever his work or education, came to 
know it as humanity's arch enemy.

He took a substantial

from the recent combined attack 
of acute indisestlon and infected 
tooth. It took the steam out of his 
boilers for a time. He is on the 
pickup again, now. 


Such, in brief, are the findings 


of Capt Ross T. Mclntire, naval 
physician assigned to the White 
House. 


"A combination like that—acute 


indigestion and an acutely infect- 
ed area around the root of a tooth 
—would shake anybody," Dr. Mc- 
lntire said. 


The 
President's progress 
-was- 


evident to reporters who saw him 
on his return from Florida fishing 
waters. He has a sort of mental 
"bounce" when he is riding high 
and feels good. He e.xihibited that- 
at his press conference. 


Dr. Mclntire gauges the Presi- 


dent's, health in part by his zest 
for his work and exercise. When 
the zest is missing, a rest and spe- 
cial watching follow. 


As a matter of fact, nothing much 


ever goes wrong with the Presi- 
dent's health. He takes no tonics, 
medicine or pills-. There is no such 
thing as a routine daily check-up 
except Dr. Mclntire's 
"zest-mea-

Children want to play instruments; "they love their music lessons,' 
but how they hate to sit down and count and finger over and over the 
same phrase until they master it. "He'd be a real musician if he would 
only practice. He's made splendid progress considering his lack of prac 
tice"." Those words almost say themselves so often have the music teach 
crs said them. "Lack of interest," would mean the same thing and come 
nearer explaining the children's hatred of the practice hour.

South's 
second bid is two diamonds. And the 
same holds true over a no trump 
response by North. If North bids 
two hearts over the spade. South 
bids three hearts. In short, any 
response North can

opening one spade bid will not em- 
barrass South for a rebid. 


As to North's action in going to 


three no trump, this is a close point, 
but for that very reason North can- 
not be censured.

The unofficial commission, head- 


ed by Mr, John Dewey, Which has 
been studying the Trotzky vs. the 
Soviet government, has submitted 
its report. It finds that the Rus- 
sian trials have been "frame-ups." 
This is the verdict of a group of 
men. and women, some of whom 
are'communists, all of whom have 
been the consistent friends of the 
Russian revolution. 
They declare, 


as Mr. Dewey puts it. that the Rus- 
sian trials signify "the repudiation 
by a disciplined political organiza- 
tion, world-wide in scope and in- 
fluence, of the principles of truth 
and justice upon which the founda- 
tions of civilization are laid. It sig- 
nifies an extraordinary 
corruption 


of 
the idealistic heritage of the 


Russian revolution." 


I wonder about that word "cor- 


ruption." 
It seems to imply that 


the regime founded by Lenin and 
Trotzky was in fact based upon the 
principles of truth and justice and 
that 
this 
idealistic heritage has 


been 
destroyed 
-by 
Stalin. 
Mr. 


Dewey' seems 
to suggest 
that 


Trotzky is the victim of a conspir- 
acy engineered by men who have 
betrayed the principles of the revo- 
lution that Lenin and Trotzky led. 
But I think.it more likely that 
Trotzky is the victim of the prin- 
ciples which he did so much to im- 
pose upon Russia, that he is not 
betrayed by conspiintors but hoist 
by his own petard. 


For when, during the days of hi* 


power, did Trotrky ever respect 
those principles of truth and jus- 
tice which Mr. Dewey and his 
friends now appeal to on Trotzky's 
behalf? AVere those principles ever 
available for the protection of any 
of the victims of the dictatorship 
and the terror which Trotzky had 
so great a part in conducting? They 
were not. On the contrary, in the 
days of his glory Trotzky denounc- 
ed as the effete cries of decadent 
capitalistic democracy those very 
principles he now appeals to. 


Only now. when the devil is sick, 


the devil a monk \\ould be. 
Report May be of 
Considerable Importance 


Yet this report may well prove to 


be of considerable importance. For 
it may mark a stage in the eman- 
cipation of western liberals from 
the dominion that Russian 
com- 


munism has exercised 
over their 


minds in the past twenty years. To 
have realized, as Mr. Dewey does, 
that the present Russian govern- 
ment repudiates the principles of 
truth and justice must, I think, 
eventually lead to the realization 
that this is not the corruption of, 
,but the inevitable consequence of, 
the ideals of communism. 


This conclusion is extremely un- 


congenial to almost all the men and 
women in westcin countries who 
are seriously inteiested in a better 
social order. Almost all of the so- 
called Left, even the moderate Left 
has for nearly twenty years be- 
lieved that the ideal society of the 
future would be a planned and di- 
rected collectivism. With varying 
degrees o£ emphasis and conviction 
they have hoped and believed thai 
the ideal could be realired withoui 
open class war, without dictatorship 
and terrorism. But almost invari- 
ably, quite as a matter of course, 
it has been taken for granted by 
the spokesmen of the Left that the 
measure of any man's progressiv- 
ism, or as they call it, his liberalism, 
is how far he is willing to go on 
the road to Moscow. 


In the post-war, but particularly 


since about 1931, it has been the 
tacit assumption 
of 
progressive 


thinkers that in essence and outline 
the inevitable and the 
desirable 


goal of social reform could be seen 
in Russia. The unpleasant aspects 
of the Russian experiment were re- 
garded as accidental and transi- 
tory. 
20 Years After Revolt 
Despotism is Absolute 


We arc now witnessing the break- 


down of 
this 
conventional and 


fashionable post-war progrcssivism 
as men begin to see that the dicta- 
torship and terrorism of Russian 
communism are not accidental and 
arc not transitory. Twenty years 
after the revolution the despotism 
is as complete and as ruthless as it 
was in the beginning; and it is so 
successful that it can march 00,- 
000,000 voters to the polls and make 
them act as if they had no ground 
for dissent or important disagree- 
ment. 


So the Russian experiment has 


also been an experience, and in in- 
creasing numbers men who have 
been its friends and have thought it 
illustrated the social ideal arc be- 
ginning to say that dictatorship and 
terror are not merely the means to 
communism but its necessary con- 
dition and inward principle, that in 
so far as any nation attempts by its 
government to plan and manage 
the labor of the people it must, as 


' in Russia, make itself the master of 
their lives and of their consciences 
'as well.

business activity, but now it may 
be said the president and his asso- 
ciates have crystallized their think- 
ing into definite lines. They are no 
longer frightened and feel the an- 
swer lies in better instead of less 
"planning." 


Naturally when an administra- 


tion viewpoint crystallizes, it is 
then expressed in various ways. 
Anybody who reads carefully the 
speeches being made by Secretary 
Wallace of the department of agri- 
culture. Attorney General Cum- 
mings and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert H. Jackson and also 
Governor Eccles of the Federal Re- 
serve board can see in clear outline 
just what the administration thinks 
about the recession and. what it 
may have in mind to do about it. 


First of all, the different agencies 


of the government seem to feel that 
they can place the blame for the 
recession 
on the way 
business 


marked up prices early this year 
and stocked up on goods at higher 
prices without taking into account 
consumer resistance. From such a 
premise, the administration reasons 
that there was an absence of com- 
petition and too much 
private 


price-fixing. This is the signal for 
more "trust busting," namely, the 
filing of more anti-trust suits and 
considerable public speech-making 
on the subject of monopolies. 


Some of the realists, such as Sec- 


retary Wallace, have not hesitated 
IP point out that there is too much 
economic power wielded by groups 
in their own interest This touches 
the vital problem of labor unions' 
demands as well as 
corporation 


power. Mr. Wallace puts it this 
way: 


"Even more important than the 


effect of technology are the actions 
of highly organized groups equip- 
ped with great bargaining power 
which has been entrusted to them 
by the government. Among these 
are the corporations, labor unions, 
and 
farm 
organizations. 
These 


great groups all too often try to 
increase 
their profits, 
wages or 


prices without regard to the public 
welfare; all too often they overplay 
Iheir hand and bring about cither 
shortage or an unbalanced abund- 
ance which is equally destructive." 


This is the nearest any adminis- 


tration spokesman has come to put- 
ling some of the blame on organiz- 
ed labor's demands, though Gov- 
ernor Eccles deals with this deli- 
cate point in his speech this week 
on the causes of the recession. He 
says of the course of events since 
last spring: 


"Among the factors contributing 


to the upsurge in costs, prices and 
inventory buying were the bonus 
payments coming on top of already 
heavy 
government 
expenditures 


and giving a sharp additional im- 
petus to consumer buying. The or- 
ganizing campaign of labor, togeth- 
er with the drive for higher wages 
and shorter hours, added to expec- 
tations of higher prices. 
| 


"The 
rearmament program in' 


various countries contributed to the ! 
general inflationary sentiment. A 
sellers' 
market 
developed 
and 


widespread advantage was taken 
of it to increase prices. Various im- 
portant sectors of industry which 
had not added to their productive 
capacity 
in the preceding years i 


found themselves unable to prom- 
ise quick delivery leading to still 
further 
piling up of orders and 


higher prices. The prices of various 
internationally-controlled raw ma- 
terials 
skyrocketed 
while bond 
prices declined." 
j 


What lo do about it? Mr. Eccles 


hints at some form of control. First, 
he says. "It could only have been 
the absence of competition 
that 


permitted building costs to soar on 
the low volume of building that 
took place last spring: it is only the 
absence of competition that can 
explain the maintenance of fixed 
prices and wage rates when the 
volume of activity declines sharp- 
ly." 


Administration's Idea 


Some idea of what the adminis- 


tration may have in mind may be 
gathered from this significant para- 
graph in the same address by the 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
board: 


"How 
are 
we to achieve and 


maintain full employment if pri- 
vate 
groups 
and 
organizations 


raise prizes and costs 
whenever 


increased demand appears, although 
there is still an abundance of idle 
and unused manpower, plant fa- 
cilities and raw materials? Does 
this necessitate steady 
increases 


in consumer buying power through 
deficit 
spending? How long can 


we pursue such a course? Are we 


In other words, it's a matter of 


voluntary 
control 
by labor and 


capital 
acting together, or else 


there will be more governmental 
intervention and more governmen- 
tal regulation. This is but another 
way of saying that the economic 
machine, having gotten out of bal- 
ance last spring, cannot be brought 
into continuous balance except by 
the hand of government working 
with the large economic 
groups 


and more or less guiding or direct- 
ins their action. 


The administration 
unquestion- 


ably feels that the dip in the busi- 
ness curve is temporary and that 
what it has in mind to do. especial- 
ly in housing and in forcing more 
competition will be helpful, though, 
to be sure, what may be happen- 
ing 
concurrently is that labor o 


its own accord will be less agres- 
sive in the use of its economic 
power and business men will be 
less inclined to force 
prices 
up 


when there is no economic justi- 
fication. 


Some of this would be very con- 


structive, 
indeed, if the govern- 


ment could also find a way to di- 
minish its part of the burden—tax- 
es—and if governmental 
policies 


could be 
workd out with much 


more 
clarity and definiteness so 


that anticipation of labor troubles 
and other vicissitudes would noi 
cause these sudden anticipations ol 
high prices and panicky attitudes 
that make businesses cancel orders 
and throw workmen out of employ- 
ment. Mr. Roosevelt has had a lot 
to do with' the basic causes of the 
recession, but it cannot be over- 
looked 
that organized groups of 


capital and labor have each gone 
their separate ways believing that 
there was no ceiling to the price 
level or to the heights the con- 
sumer would go in his purchases 
irrespective of price.
